Earl has developed into a powerful Cate- 
goiy 4 storm with maximum sustained 
winds of 213 km/h. 

“We’re more certain (now) Nova Scotia 
will see a direct effect in one way or the 
other. It depends how long it stays a Cate- 
goiy 4,” said Chris Fogarty, with the Cana¬ 
dian Hurricane Centre in Dartmouth. “The 
official track now brings it right into the 
province, so there’s a good chance of wind 
and rain from this event. The speed of the 
winds and the amount of rainfall — it’s 
still too early to predict that.” 

It still could spin anywhere between 
Maine and Newfoundland and Labrador, 
but western and central Nova Scotia will 
be the targets if Earl stays on its current 
track. Earl is expected in the neighbour¬ 
hood late Friday or early Saturday.

If you thought the past 
week was sticky-hot, just 
wait for today. 

“We’re looking at those 
temperatures continuing, 
in fact (today) is going to 
be the warm day,” said En¬ 
vironment Canada mete¬ 
orologist Linda Libby. 

The forecast calls for 33 
degrees of hotness, with 
the humidity making it 
feel like 35 C to 40 C. 

“We’re looking at po¬ 
tentially four days of 
record-breaking tempera¬ 
tures this week,” Libby 
added. 

“The temperature 
starts dropping on Friday, 
but there’s a lot of wiggle 
room in there depending 
on what (hurricane) Earl 
does.” 

But no matter how 
hard or gentle Earl turns 
out to be, there will be a 


change in the weather, 
Libby said. 

“It may not be as hot,

week of September tem¬ 
peratures hang around 
the 20 C mark. 

But circulation from a 
ridge of high pressure is 
bringing air from the 
Caribbean and the south¬ 
ern states over Eastern 
Canada. 

Even though we’re hav¬ 
ing a very summer-like 
fall so far, it doesn’t mean 
we’ll pay for it with a 
wicked cold winter, Libby 
explained. 

“I don’t think that sci¬ 
entifically really exists,” 
she said. “That being said, 
we had a warm winter 
and spring and we saw 
above-normal tempera¬ 
tures of June and July.” 

Meanwhile, ice cream 
vendors are doing brisk 
business, beaches are 
jammed, and youngsters 
throughout the HRM are 
soaking up some extra 
bits of summer before 
they head back to school 
tomorrow. 


Tips from the Department 

of Health Promotion and 

Protection: 

► Being properly hydrat¬ 
ed is the first step to 
preventing heat-related 
illness. Children should 
drink double the recom¬ 
mended amount of wa¬ 
ter two to three hours 
before physical activity, 
and then drink the rec¬ 
ommended amount 
again 20 to 30 minutes 
before the activity. 

► Thirst, fatigue, 
dizziness, loss of energy 
and irritability are all 
symptoms of dehydra¬ 
tion. If you notice any 
of these signs, find a 
cool shady area and 
drink cold liquids. 

► It takes 10 to 14 days for 
the body to adjust and 
respond properly to 
higher temperatures. 

► Lightweight, light- 
coloured, loose-fitting 
clothing has the ability 
to draw sweat away 
from the body. 

► The hottest part of the 
day is typically between 
10 a.m. and 6 p.m. — try 
to plan rigorous activity 
around these times. 

► Remember not to share 
water bottles, as this 
spreads communicable 
diseases.

Possible conflict in offshore board: Report 


The Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment is reviewing a Senate 
Committee report that 
points to a possible con¬ 
flict of interest in the 
province’s offshore regula¬ 
tory board. 

The possible conflict of 
interest lays, according to 
the Senate Natural Re¬ 
sources Committee’s 77- 
page report, in the dual 
roles of “maximizing hy¬ 
drocarbon recoveiy, value, 
and benefits” and “envi¬ 
ronmental safety.” 


According to the report, 
the boards of Nova Scotia 
and Newfoundland have 
both functions in their 
mandate — in contrast to 
the federal government, 
which has two separate 
bodies for regulating safety 
and promotion. 

Nova Scotia Department 
of Energy spokeswoman 
Tracy Barron said the re¬ 
port is currently under re¬ 
view, but the province 
believes both roles are 
well-defined. 


“The province believes 
the responsibilities are 
clearly defined in the cur¬ 
rent structure,” she said in 
an email. 

“There is a built in sepa¬ 
ration (between operations 
and safety) within the 
board.” 

Barron added the 
province regularly exam¬ 
ines its regulatoiy systems 
with the federal govern¬ 
ment, and will make any 
changes deemed necessary 
in their review.

With 937 Jewish refugees 
on board, the MS St. Louis 
sailed towards Halifax Har¬ 
bour looking for sanctuary

“This was a moment of 
pure anti-Semitism,” said 
Pier 21 spokeswoman Tanya 
Bouchard.

The monument will be 
located near the Second 
World War deck. 

“It’s interesting to see the

Federal officials urged U.S. 
residents to prepare for pos¬ 
sible evacuations, and is¬ 
landers in the Turks and 
Caicos hunkered down in 
their homes yesterday as 
hurricane Earl howled over 
open seas toward the East 
Coast of the U.S. 

The Categoiy 4 hurri¬ 
cane, with winds of 215 
km/h, was expected to re¬ 
main over the open ocean 
before turning north and 
running parallel to the U.S. 
coast, potentially reaching 
the North Carolina coastal 
region by late Thursday. It 
was projected then to curve 
back out to sea, perhaps 
swiping New England or 
far-eastern Canada. 

A hurricane watch is in 
effect for the North Caroli¬ 
na coast.

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Housing bubble 
looms as prices 
hit new highs 

O Steep rise in house prices in so many cities an 
accident waiting to happen, report says 


Home sales may be slow¬ 
ing, but prices in six of 
Canada’s largest housing 
markets are in bubble ter¬ 
ritory for the first time in 
30 years — and a U.S.-style 
correction is still not out of 
the question, according to 
a report from an Ottawa- 
based think-tank. 

The report by the Cana¬ 
dian Centre for Policy Alter¬ 
natives, released yesterday, 
says home prices now sit at 
4.7 to 11.3 times Canadians’ 
annual income — much 
higher than historical com¬ 
fort levels of between three 
and four times income. 

Sales have fallen by 25 
per cent since reaching a 


peak at the beginning of 
the year as fewer buyers 
compete and more houses 
come onto the market. 

But Canadian home 
prices were up 13.6 per 
cent in June from a year 
ago in Canada’s major 
cities, according to the Ter- 
anet-National Bank com¬ 
posite house price index. 

In the past 30 years 
Canada’s housing market 
has undergone three bub¬ 
bles. Bubbles occur when 
housing prices increase 
more rapidly than infla¬ 
tion, household incomes 
and economic growth, ac¬ 
cording to the report.

Paul Hogan, star of the 
Crocodile Dundee movie 
trilogy, said yesterday he 

cannot afford 
to pay even 
10 per cent of 
what the Aus¬ 
tralian Tax Of¬ 
fice says he 
1 owes in back 
taxes. 

Hogan’s interview with 
the television program A 
Current Affair was his first 
public comment since the 
actor was barred earlier this 
month from leaving Aus¬ 
tralia until he settles a mul¬ 
timillion dollar tax bill. 

Hogan told the news pro¬ 
gram the tax office was on a 
witch hunt for a high-pro¬ 
file case, and he should not 
be classed a flight risk.

The experience is 
simply too cerebral to 
work as a thriller and too 
shallow to work as an art 
film. A very pretty, but ul¬ 
timately empty exercise in 
style.

Rowling gives millions for MS research 


Author J.K. Rowling has 
given 10 million pounds 
(US$15.4 million) to set up 
a center to research multi¬ 
ple sclerosis, the disease 
that killed her mother. 

The creator of boy wiz¬ 
ard Harry Potter said yes¬ 
terday that the Anne 
Rowling Regenerative 
Neurology Clinic, named 
after her mother, will be 
based at the University of 
Edinburgh in Scotland. It 
will also study other de¬ 


generative neurological 
conditions, including 
Alzheimer’s and Parkin¬ 
son’s disease. 

Rowling said she hopes 
the clinic will become “a 
world center for excel¬ 
lence in the field of regen¬ 
erative neurology.” 

The university said 
Rowling’s gift is the largest 
single donation it has re¬ 
ceived. 

Rowling is a longtime 
resident of the Scottish 


capital, and began writing 
the Hariy Potter books 
when she was a cash- 
strapped single mother in 
the city. 

“Edinburgh has given 
me so veiy much that I 
have been looking for a 
way to give something 
meaningful back to the 
city for a long time,” Rowl¬ 
ing said in a statement. 

“I cannot think of any¬ 
thing more important, or 
of more lasting value, than 


to help the university at¬ 
tract world-class minds in 
the field of neuroregenera¬ 
tion, to build on its long 
and illustrious history of 
medical research and, ulti¬ 
mately, to seek a cure for a 
veiy Scottish disease.” 

Multiple sclerosis af¬ 
fects about 100,000 people 
in Britain, and Scotland 
has one of the world’s 
highest rates of the dis¬ 
ease.

We all know William Shat- 
ner is weird, and clearly he 
does, too.

O Pair transform lighthouse into 
outdoor summer foodie destination 


Sea breezes mingle with 
the aroma of home-baked 
bread as you enter the 
lighthouse cottage in Fer- 
iyland, N.L., and step back 
in time. 

The rustic wooden 
beams, antique lanterns, 
open hearth and old pho¬ 
tos lock this unique place 
in another, simpler 
decade. The red and white 
clapboard building that 
sheltered generations of 
lighthouse keepers is 
perched on a picturesque 
point jutting into the 
North Atlantic. 

About an hour's drive 
south of St. John's, it's now 
home to Lighthouse Pic¬ 
nics, an inspired entrepre¬ 
neurial coup that draws 
tourists from around the 
world. 

Lunch is served in bas¬ 
kets as visitors lounge on 
blankets spread over 
grassy cliffs bordered on 
three sides by ocean vistas. 

The food is as extraordi¬ 
nary as the scenery. 

Like so many places in 
Newfoundland and 

Labrador, there's a good 
story behind how Light¬ 
house Picnics grew out of a 
dream of an idea in Scot¬ 
land. 

Jill Curran was living 
there when she and co¬ 
founder Sonia O'Keefe, 
both Newfoundlanders, 
first hatched the plan dur¬ 
ing a visit. O'Keefe was just 
finishing cooking school 
in Ireland. Both women 
were feeling the pull back 
to The Rock. 

So, eight years ago, Cur¬ 
ran and O'Keefe set about 
tiying to transform the sad 
site into a magnet for ad¬ 
venturous foodies. 

The building was a 
crumbling wreck and had 
stood empty for 20 years 
with no running water or 
electricity. 

Curran laughed as she 
recalled the initial re¬ 
sponse to her picnic plan. 

“My mother was like, 
‘You”e giving up your job 
and moving home to sell 
sandwiches at the light¬ 
house that’s falling down?' 
And I was like, ‘Yes. But it” 
going to be more than 
that.’” 

Curran and O’Keefe per¬ 
sisted, spending their first 
year of business hauling al¬ 
ready prepared food from

They leased the cottage 
from the town and, with 
its support and some help 
from government business 
loans, restored the build¬ 
ing to a charming but 
more functional version of 
its old self. 

Black-and-white photos 
on the walls depict the by¬ 
gone days when New¬ 
foundlanders dressed up 
for family picnics. 

Eating outdoors has al¬ 
ways been part of a culture 
built on the fishery and in 
lumber camps, Curran 
said. 

“It’s kind of a neat twist 
on what people used to do 
years ago and just kind of 
lost,” Curran said. 

Today, it’s not unusual 
on a sunny day for more 
than 150 people to scatter 
over the spongy, rolling 
hill, so reservations are 
strongly recommended. 

Meals can also be en¬ 
joyed indoors on wet, cold 
days. Picnics are served 
from late May until late 
September.

Milos says the coffee 
business “was my destiny. 

“I grew up in a family 
who were involved in the 
coffee and milk business.” 


Milos's favourite bever¬ 
age is espresso, the dark 
strong coffee made by 
forcing steam through 
finely ground, Italian-roast 
coffee especially blended 
for making espresso. 

“The preparation is not 
complicated but it is com¬ 
plex,” says Milos. “At home 
espresso can be made with 
a traditional machine with 
beans.” 

He says that filtered cof¬ 
fee actually has more caf¬ 
feine than espresso, Milos 
says, and decaffeinated 
coffee contains a small 
amount of caffeine be¬ 
cause “there is no coffee 
that doesn't have a little 
present.”

Frk finally set to 
join Mooseheads

The Halifax Mooseheads’ 
front office was breathing a 
big sigh of relief yesterday. 

More than two months 
after drafting highly-touted 
Czech winger Martin Frk 
third overall in the Canadi¬ 
an Hockey League import 
draft, the Mooseheads final¬ 
ly confirmed he’ll actually 
put on their jersey this sea¬ 
son. 

“We knew to an extent 
what we were getting into 
when we drafted him, but 
we didn’t quite realize it 
was going to be this much 
of an ordeal to get him on 
the team,” said Mooseheads 
majority owner Bobby 
Smith. 

Smith successfully nego¬ 
tiated the release of Frk 
from HC Karlovy Vary, just 
two weeks after the Inter¬ 
national Ice Hockey Federa¬ 
tion denied his transfer 
because he had a contract 
with the Czech club valid 
through April 2012. 

Smith, who said Karlovy 


Vaiy wasn’t open to “any 
form of negotiation” two 
weeks ago, didn’t comment 
on whether financial com¬ 
pensation helped move the 
process along. 

“We came to an agree¬ 
ment, but there’s a confi¬ 
dentiality agreement 
regarding all the terms and 
that’s all I can say,” Smith 
said. 

“At the end of the day, 
the guys with Karlovy Vary 
were open to talk and do 
what was in Martin’s best 
interests and grant us the 
release,” Smith added. 

“We’re thrilled.” 

Neither Smith nor 
Mooseheads head coach 
and general manager Cam 
Russell had so much as laid 
eyes on Frk up until yester¬ 
day. 

But their scouting 
sources have described him 
as a Cam Neely-type. He is 
considered a first-round 
prospect for the 2012 NHL 
draft and should spend at 
least two seasons in Halifax. 

“This could be a very big 
day for our franchise,” 
Smith said.

Volkswagen Canada will 
reposition the Jetta below 
the Golf and significantly 
lower its price in order to 
make its move to the top of 
the compact sedan seg¬ 
ment. 

The starting cost of the 
base 2011 Jetta will be 
$15,875 when it arrives in 
Canadian VW showrooms 


at the end of September. 

Noticeably larger than 
the current model, there 
will be a choice of three en¬ 
gines and a raft of trim lev¬ 
els (see “At a glance” 
sidebar). 

While the Golf and Jetta 
retain coil springs over 
MacPherson struts and sta¬ 
bilizer bars at the front, the 
Jetta loses the independent 
rear suspension for a tor¬ 
sion bar at the rear. This is 
lot cheaper and one of the 


areas which allowed VW to 
lower the overall cost of the 
Jetta. 

All 2011 Jettas, including 
the base model, come stan¬ 
dard with electronic stabili¬ 
ty control with traction 
control, brake assist and an- 
tiloclc brakes. The 2.0-litre 
and 2.5-litre make do with 
drum brakes while the high 
trim gasoline versions and 
both diesel models are 
equipped with rear discs.

pricing. 

VW is going up against 
some pretty big players in 
the compact arena like 
Honda Civic, Mazda3, Toy¬ 
ota Corolla and Hyundai 
Elantra just to name few.

Back to school checklist: Car fire prevention 


As students prepare to head 
back to school, they may 
have remembered supplies, 
books and tuition, but what 
about a check-up of their 
vehicle? 

According to a new 
study, mechanical or elec¬ 
trical failure (leaks, breaks, 
worn-out parts) caused 49 
per cent of U.S. highway ve¬ 
hicle fires between 2003 
and 2007. 

This report also identi¬ 
fies teens and young adults 
as most likely to experience 


a vehicle fire death or in¬ 
jury. 

Young adult drivers may 
want to add these basic au¬ 
to maintenance tips to their 
back-to-school checklist. 

• An ounce of prevention: 

Have the vehicle inspect¬ 
ed by a trusted professional 
automotive technician, es¬ 
pecially before a long trip. 

• Start a habit: 

Each time you fill up 
your gas tank, inspect the 


auto’s fluid levels (oil, trans¬ 
mission fluid, coolant, 
brake fluid, power steering 
fluid) and look for leaks and 
deteriorated lines/hoses. 

• Look down: 

Look at the ground 
where the car was parked 
to check for leaks see if any 
fluids are leaking. 

• Keep it clean: 

Have the engine de¬ 
greased to cut down on the 
buildup of oil and grease. 


• Look, listen, and smell: 

Is the car trying to speak 
to you? Pay attention to 
noises, odors, and your car’s 
instrument panel. If you no¬ 
tice anything unusual, get it 
checked out by a technician 
immediately. 

• Ease up: 

During hot weather your 
vehicle can run hotter than 
usual. Avoid heavy stop- 
and-go traffic and aggres¬ 
sive driving habits.

A few years ago 
I had a 
conversation 
with a 
colleague, 
about camp¬ 
ing. I was deep and happily 
into some aspect of how I 
masterfully mastered the 
elements, when he 
suddenly interjected... 

“Oh, you’re talking 
about car camping.” 

By the way he said it, 
putting the emphasis on 
“car,” he was obviously try¬ 
ing to suggest that car 
camping was something 
less than the genuine arti¬ 
cle, like processed cheese, 
kosher-style pickles, or but¬ 
ter-like topping. 

I never asked, but 
presumed he was into a 
type of camping that 
entailed spearing fish, 
portaging across 
provinces, constructing a 
shelter from moose dung, 
and, most importantly, 
much hardship. 

Having just returned 
from another family car 
camping trip, 1 still 
wonder if this fellow ever 
truly understood the 


unique challenges facing 
the modern, car-camper 
enthusiast. Such as... 

• When you pack for car 
camping, you must take as 
much as your vehicle will 
bear, and not a can of 
peaches less. This means 
you pack the big bags and 
boxes first, and if there are 
still big bags and boxes 
left, you take the stuff out 
of them, and “fill in” as 


best you can, treating the 
rear cargo area like it was 
one big suitcase. 

• This makes it hard to 
find the flashlight 12 
hours later when you’re 
setting up camp at 
midnight. 

• And when you finally
